NEW YORK, June 11.—The 


, series of articles on Bolshevism in 
the United States, written, it an- 
nounces, by an experienced investi- 
gator. This article, on propaganda, 
follows: 

Daniel de Leon, one of the brain- 
lest exponents of revolutionary So- 
cialism in this country, was the 
father of the systematic “campaign 
of education” now practiced by the 
labor group which is promoting Bol- 
shevist principles. Immediately after 
the I. W. W. convention in Chicago 
in 1904, where De Leon
